Temporary 
victory for 


‘Keep it 
Green 


The “Keep California Green” movement 
proggessed another step yesterday as 
students apparently won a temporary 
victory in the battle to prevent “an 
asphalt jungle” from being constructed 
around the Education building 

Students and faculty members rallied 
against landscape plans when bulldozers 
last week leveled mature trees around the 
new Education building. As landscape 
architects explained that 48 new trees 
will be planted to compensate for those 
destroyed, emphasis of ecology -aesthetic 
minded individuals shifted to questioning 
the rationale behind using asphalt instead 
of grass to surround the planter boxes 

The Campus Planning Committee agreed 
to ask the Chancellor's office to halt 
work on the project pending 4a 
sub-committee report on possible 
alternatives to the present project. Dean 
of Facilities, John Cox remarked that he 
expected no difficulty in having the 
Chancellor's office agree to the halt 

The unanimous decision was greeted by 
resounding applause in the 
filled-to-capacity Little Theatre The 
action, moved by John Doscher, student 
representative on the committee and 
seconded by Cox came shortly after 
students presented an alternative plan tor 
the plaza they had drawn up over the 
weekend 

The plan, drawn by SSC student Mike 
Hayes as an example of the many 
possibilities that might be considered, 
provided for a greatly increased amount 
of lawn area while still allowing for 
sufficient walkways to handle the 
eventual foot traffic when the college has 
grown to its projected size under the 
present master plan ( 25-30,000 students) 

Previous to the introduction of this 
alternate plan, discussion by the 
committee centered on the practicality of 
grass versus asphalt in light of the plaza’s 
function in the campus master plan an 
area of heavy foot traffic from the north 
to the south ends of the campus and asa 
congregating area for students. When the 
student-drafted plan was introduced and 
explained as fulfilling the same 
requirements with the added advantage of 
providing grass to sit on instead of 
asphalt, the emphasis of discussion 
shifted to one of financing 

Any change in plans, according to Jack 
Emmons, vice chancellor for planning and 
development, would have to go through 
landscape designer approved by the 
contractor and still be of such a nature as 
to stay within the $3000 contingency 
fund for the project Unless the alteration 
could be accomplished within this price 
range, he said, it would be financially 





unfeasible 

Committee member Gerald Walburg 

suggested that the student association 

might be able to add some money to th 

fund but this idea was dismissed by 

Chairman Norman Castellan as unfeasibl

for summer ‘7/1 


In cooperation with SSC and 
universities abroad, Chico State 
will again offer overseas study 


programs during the summer of 
1971. In addition to the programs 
established last summer in Ireland, 
Italy and Yugoslavia, new 
programs will be offered in East 
Africa, Southeast Asia and 
Mexico. All are open to Sac State 
students and provide six to nine 
units of undergraduate or 
graduate credit 

The program in Kilkenny, 
Ireland, will be directed by Dr 
Clyde Enroth, SSC professor of 
English. He will teach a course in 
modern Irish literature, 
emphasizing drama. A_ second 
course, an interdisciplinary 
offering history, government, and 
economics, will be jointly taught

Dr. Dumke has misused his power as chancellor, allowing himself to be 
manipulated by politicians. He has helped “reverse politicize™ the state 
colleges, turning them into instruments of the political right 
No doubt conjuring up visions of Clark Kerr, Glenn S. Dumke jumps 
when Gov. Reagan tells him to 
The evidence that Dr. Dumke has been a poor chancellor is apparent 
in his action and inaction. The roster includes 
Utterly failing to convince Gov. Reagan and the state legislature to 
allocaie adequate funds for the state colleges to maintain high quality 
education 
Formulating grievance and disciplinary policies which virtually 
eliminate the time-honored tradition of faculty peer judgment, kill local 
campus autonomy, reduce the power of a college president to govern 
his own camous, and set up Dr. Dumke as a virtual dictator 
Proposing revisions in the method of granting tenure which would 
encourage faculty mediocrity and discourage student participation in 
such decisions. 
Tacitly supporting Fresno State College President Norman A Baxter 
in his immoral purge of liberal members of the Fresno State faculty 


Blackballing Dr. Otto Butz from the permanent presidency of SSC, 
although Dr. Butz was the overwhelming popular choice of students, 
faculty and administrators at the college.
